Monday evening about eight o’clock 
Clyde House was found in an uncon- 
scious state by some Indians in a field

The Indiang riding by noticed a 
number of horses over a small hill and 
something lying on the ground, pro- 
ceeded to investigate. They thought 
the man dead at first, cnd immediate- 
ly made for town, One phoned to Dr. 
Bowles, another reported to Dr, Far- 
quharson while still another took the 
news to Mrs. House at her home, The 
two doctors-arriving they brought 
Clyde to the hospite™ ied on thorough 
examination found no marks on his 
body, exdept on his head, 

It is thought by horsemen that 
Clyde had thrown his rope when the 
horse he rode bucked him off and the 
rope wound around his body, when 
le was found, There was no evi- 
dence of his having been dragged by 
the horse, and it is believed likely he 
landed on his head when buclged off 
there being no signs on the, grounc 
that he had tried to move or craw] 
about. 

While he has turned over and once 
attempted to get out of bed, and last 
night tried to say something no defin- 
ite information can be gained of the 
accident until he regains conscious- 
ness, Meantime his parents, family 
and friends afle most anxiously await- 
ing some further improvement,
